I know personally that this story 
is true.

sition and program of the church 
would be quite different from 
what they are today. In the 
light of our judgment, the ed- 
ucational standards, the doctrin- 
al statements, the administrative 
procedures, and in some instan- 
ces the ethical implications in- 
volved, all seem to constitute 
a ‘will to hamper’ the teaching, 
fellowship and service of the 
Presbyterian Church, USA.”

singing and making melody in your 
heart to the Lord” (Eph. 5:19). 
Every Christian who is filled with 
the Spirit has music in the soul. 
Psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs are the nattiral result of 
every great spiritual revival. 

Once three kings, Jehoshaphat 
of Judah, with the kings of Israel 
and of Edom, went to the prophet, 
to enquire of the Lord 
through him. Elisha said, ‘‘Now 
bring me a minstrel. And it came 
to pass, when the minstrel played, 
that the hand of the Lord came 
upon him” (II Kings 3:15). He 
commanded the king to make the 
valley full of ditches and promised 
that God would fill them with 
water for the thirsting armies; 
and it came to pass. Elisha found 
the will of God better when he 
heard sweet music. Music has an 
affinity for the Spirit-filled heart. 

When King Saul was anointed 
king and met a company of pro- 
phets playing with psaltery and 
tabret and pipe and harp, the 
Spirit of the Lord came upon him 
(I Sam.°10:5-10). Later when King 
Saul was troubled with the evil 
spirit and downcast, the boy Dav- 
id was brought before him to play 
beautifully upon the harp and the 
evil spirit departed and Saul was 
well (I Sam. 16:14-23). Oh, what 
power there is in Spirit-filled 
music to. bless the heart and bring 
people to noble decisions and to 
faith and joy! 

You see, the fullness of the 
Spirit goes with glad gospel songs. 
The right kind of singing tends 
toward the attitude of heart in 
which the Spirit of God can come 
upon His people in power. And 
the fullness of the Spirit encour- 
ages always the best in sweet 
music. 


Spiritual Music Helps in Holy 
Decisions 


Years ago I preached in a_re- 
vival campaign in a town forty 
miles southwest of Fort Worth, 
Texas. B. B. McKinney, now music 
editor of Southern Baptist S. S. 
Board, blessed and anointed song 
writer, led the singing for the ser- 
vices. He and I were guests in the 
same home. But in the midst of 
the revival, when great crowds at- 
tended and many were being sav- 
ed, I was. stricken with tonsil- 
litis. My fever mounted high, my 
throat was sore, it seemed im- 
possible to preach. I prayed much 
and was able to preach that night, 
but the next day my fever rose 
high again and my inflamed throat 
made it seem impossible for me to 
go on with the revival services. 
3rother McKinney and the pastor 
and I prayed together. Then I said 
to my beloved brother: 

“Brother Mac, if you will sing 
for me I'll trust the Lord and I 
believe He will give me faith to 
get well. Sing Paul Rader’s chorus, 
‘Only Believe.’ ” 

McKinney sang it sweetly, and 
with the blessing of God upon it. 

“Sing it again!’ I said, 

Again he sang, 


“Only believe, only believe; 

All things are possible, only be- 
lieve; 

Only believe,.only believe; | 

All things are possible, only be- 
lieve.” 


My heart reached out in faith 
for God. I said to Brother Mac, 
“Sing it again, please!” And he 
sang it again. 

Over and over in our room to- 


‘gether that good man of God sang 


the chorus and I prayed. After 
some long time the blessed Spirit 
of God gave me assurance that our 
prayer was heard. And_ sure 


enough, before the day was gone 
my fever was gone also. I went to 
the pulpit, preached with ease and 
with great power that night and 
many were saved, and thank God 
I was not hindered more during 
that campaign by. my tonsillitis. 


This is only an illustration that 
God’s Holy Spirit has an affinity 
for sweet music and that we ought 
to use His holy means of grace and 
means of blessing to stir hearts, to 
help people to trust in Christ, to 
help Christians to lay all on the 
altar, 

It is this divinely-given prin- 
ciple that leads. us to have an 
invitation song when we urge sin- 
ners to step out and claim Christ 
as Saviour. How many millions 
of people have found Christ as 
they sang some of these blessed 
invitations like 


“T will arise and go to Jesus, 
He will embrace me in His 
arms; 
In the arms of my dear Saviour, 
Oh, there are ten thousand 
charms.” 


Or 


“Just as I am, without one plea, 
But that Thy Ulood was shed 
for>me, 
And that Thou bidd’st me come to 
Les 
O Lamb of God, I come!” 


Others have come to Christ as 
they sang “Almost Persuaded,” or 
“I Am Resolved No Longer to 
Linger,” or “If You Are Tired of 
the Load of Your Sin, Let Jesus 
Come Into Your Heart.” Singing 
in the Spirit, with the moving of 
the Spirit of God upon hearts, 
helps in an invitation. 

How careful wé ought to be that 
the singing in all of our services 
pleases God. The idea of hiring 
worldly and even unconverted 
people to sing God’s praises in the 
public services is abhorrent to the 
spiritual mind. Special music. is 
good, provided the singers are 
filled with the Holy Spirit. In the 
public song service there ought 
to be a constant stress on 
the fact that one cannot proper- 
ly sing praises to Christ who 
does not love Him with all the 
heart, and. who does not have 
the Spirit of God singing in the 
heart. It is as much a work-of the 
Holy Spirit to help people sing 
as it is to help the preacher preach 
or to help the personal soul win- 
ner deal with a sinner. 


Many times in a night of prayer 
I have found it wise to start a 
little song or a chorus which has 
a pleading note of prayer. Some- 
times people can pray all the bet- 
ter when the words of the prayer 
have music. Whether it is “Out of 
My Bondage, Sorrow and Night, 
Jesus I Come, Jesus I Come,” or 
“Have Thine Own Way, Lord, 
Have ‘Thine Own Way” or “Where 
He Leads Me I Will Follow,” or 
the chorus, “Spirit of the Living 
God, Fall Fresh on Me,” we ought 
to let the blessed Holy Spirit use 
music in all of our churches to 
bring people to decision, to bring 
people to faith, to bring people to 
surrender—both the saints of God 
who need some forward step in 
the Christian life, some victory, 
some help, and the lost sinner who 
needs to come to Christ for salva- 
tion. 


Great Gospel Music Comes 
_ From Great Revivals 

It is a striking thing that nearly 
all the great gospel music was 
written in times of great revival. 
Think of the Charles Wesley and 
Isaac Watt hymns which we con- 
nect with the Wesleyan revivals. 
Think of the music of Ira D. San- 
key, P. P. Bliss, and others collect- 
ed in the books used in the great 
Moody revivals and still much used 
in England and Canada. Remem- 
ber the Torrey-Alexander revivals 
and the great music that came out 
of those revivals collected now 
principally in the (Tabernacle 
Hymns, No’s 1 to 4 and other 
books put out by Tabernacle Pub- 
lishing Company. Remember the 
Charles H. Gabriel and B. D. Ack- 
ley songs and all the others col- 
lected by Rodeheaver and Hall- 
Mack, which grew out of the Bil- 
ly Sunday campaigns. 

It is time again for us to pray 
that God will anoint song writers, 
It is time for Breat soul-winning 
preachers to give their attention to 
the writing of poems for. gospel 
songs.

My eyes have just been opened to a new and real op- 


portunity in America. It seemed the Lord almost had to push 
me into it. | must confess I did not want to go at all. 


Here’s how it happened: A 
small committee in Springboro, 
Pennsylvania, wrote to me about 
coming to their rural area. I was 
about to write them that I could 
not come, when it seemed as 
though the Lord spoke to me. 
Finally, I could have no peace un- 
til I wrote that I would come. 

Rev. W. L. Marsteller, Pastor of 
the United Church in Springboro, 
got his people to praying and 
working, They enlarged their com- 
mittee. 22 churches got in. 
They rented a tent seating 2,000 
people. | , 

In the meantime, I wrote to 
Herb Hoover of Greenville, South 
Carolina. I knew that Herb had 
led some of the greatest choirs 
in. America and was a great sing- 
er and song leader. He said that 
he would come with me. 

When we arrived at the tent 
on Sunday afternoon, I could 
hardly believe what I. saw. It 
seemed the worst place in Penn- 
sylvania to place a tent—3 miles 
north of Springboro (population 
about 600) and 4 miles south of 
Albion (population about 1,000)... 
But, from the very first service 
we could feel the presence of God 
and the convicting power of the 
Holy Spirit. 

During these 15 wonderful days 
we saw over 400 souls confess 
Jesus Christ as their personal 
Saviour. Then, in addition to those 
first-time decisions, there were 
about 100 who rededicated their 
lives to Christ. Also, we saw in 
one single service over 3,500 people 
present. The county fair has been 
about the most popular thing 
that ever came to that section; yet 
we had twice the attendance at 
our meetings. Among those com- 
ing to Christ were several Cath- 
olics, one Jew, one Spiritualist, 
one Agnostic, and several drunk- 
ards. Some of the toughest and 
roughest: people came along with 
several leaders of society to make 
their stand for Christ.

a pleasant background to a meal, 
or ironing, or even just talking. 


These days there are so many 
wonderful Christian records, it’s no 
hardship to play them instead of 
your favorite operatic arias or 


the teen-ager’s ‘pop’ collec- 
tion! Seriously, the best solu- 
tion to that “pop” problem, 
if you have it, may be in buy- 
ing some of these really 
beautiful sacred records. These 


days there are so many with a new 
twist, with elaborate and beauti- 
ful arrangements—it would be 
hard not to listen to them. 

Really, come to think of it, why 
shouldn’t every Christian home 
really featwre good sacred record- 
ings? A good-record player can be 
bought these days for under $30.00, 
and hours of listening on records 
for a few dollars, There are many 
times when it means a lot to be 
able to put on the turntable a 
record I know will bring a spir- 
jtual uplift. 

One unexpected blessing I’ve 
found from having Christian re- 
cords on the turntable: Bobbie and 
Janie, 5 and 3 years old, live next 
door to us. When they come to 
~ visit, they want to hear phono- 
graph records. We play what is on 
the machine, usually. Now when 
she asks for music, Bobbie says, 
‘Ts that a song about Jesus?” 
When I assure her it is, she says, 
‘‘Let’s listen to it!” How can that 
potential influence on the heart of 
a child be measured? 

So, this month I want to tell 
you about some records we've 
enjoyed listening to, and Allan and 
I think you'll want to hear them, 
too. 


Some New Word Records 


The first album is produced by 
Word Records. On it, Frank Boggs 
sings: In the Garden, Golden 
Bells, The Love of God, and He’s 
Got The Whole World in His Hand, 
on one side, and on the other: 
Amazing Grace, My _ Saviour’s 
Love, No One Ever Cared For Me 
Like Jesus, and Blessed Redeemer. 

In a full, resonant voice, rem- 
iniscent of Beverly Shea’s deep 
bass, Frank Boggs sings a group 
of old favorites on a new 33} 
rpm disc of 8 old songs. When an 
artist uses such old hymns as 
Amazing Grace and In the Garden, 
I know he’s singing to bless and 
not just to make an impression. 
There’s not much you can do to 
show off a voice in them, but they 
seem to have “built-in blessing” 
when prayerfully sung from the 
heart. Blessed Redeemer is a be- 
joved song in our family. For years 
it has been one of my dad’s favor- 
ite duets and he often sings it with 
Miss Fairy Shappard. I’m glad it 
was chosen for this recording. 
Frank Boggs’ arrangements are 
Simple and sincere, yet the rich 
orchestral backing on half of the 
numbers makes them something 
outstanding in Christian records. 
(The other side has organ ac- 
companiment. ) 

Frank Boggs is a young Texan. 
His ministry of music has already 
stretched from coast to coast, 
with a period of notable service 
in Enzland in 1953. This album 
will help you understand his pop- 
ularity. 

My own favorite is He’s Got the 
Whole World in His Hand, telling 
how God holds the sinner man—the 
tiny baby—you and me—the whole 
world in the hollow of His hand. I 
don’t know where I’ve been, be- 
cause surely this isn’t a new song, 
- but it’s a new thrill to me and I 
think you'll love it too. 

A second album produced by 
Word Records is entitled, “Herbert 
Hoover in Calvary Favorites.”

Notes 


Since we knew Herbert Hoover at 
Bob Jones University, we partic- 
ularly enjoy this one. 

Gospel singer Herbert Hoover 
was conducting operas with Metro- 
politan stars in the lead roles long 
before he was thirty years old. 
At Bob Jones University, where 
he got his training, there is plenty 
of opportunity for varied experi- 
ence, and Herbie was versatile. He 
sang some lead roles in opera him- 
self, taught voice, sang on the 
radio, and his sparkling personali- 
ty spiced the daily chapel program 
where he led the singing. : 

Now Herb is in evangelistic 
work and I know that audiences 
all over the country are thrilling 
to these solos, recorded by Word 
Records on a 334% rpm disc call- 
ed “Calvary Favorites.’”’ You'll like 
his voice and you'll “sit up and 
take notice” at the different little 
twists Herb uses to take each one 
out of the ordinary—a high note 
here, a change of key there, a 
varied melody line there, and in it 
all, a serious, prayerful spirit. I 
imagine the lively Joshua Fit the 
Battle of Jericho, and, I’m on the 
Battlefield for My Lord will be 
favorites here. It’s hard to pick, 
though, from such songs as these: 
Precious Lord, Take My Hand, 
Down From His Glory, For All My 
Sin, But This I Know, It Took a 
Miracle, Sweet Li'l Jesus Boy, and 
I Walked Today Where Jesus 
Walked. The quartet backing on 
the last one makes it something 
special. 

Word Records has another Long 
Playing record I'll only mention. 
On this one (W-2010 LP), an or- 
chestra plays special arrangements 
of nine hymns—those voted most 
popular and most sung. It’s a 
lovely record. 


Old Favorites—Sunshine Hour 
Records 

Those are new records. Now to 
some old favorites of ours. They’re 
on a Sunshine Hour label, made 
by the staff of the Morning 
Chapel Hour, led by Wilbur Nel- 
son. On one (RP 27) Wilbur Nel- 
son and Kay Steward sing, I’ve 
Discovered the Way of Gladness 
and Mr. Nelson and trio sing, In 
Love with the Lover of My Soul. 
On RP 26, the trio sings Only for 
Jesus—a beautiful number, backed 
with Roll Jordan Roll. About this 
one, I can only say, you must hear 
it. It will give your heart a real 
lift—and your foot will tap, too. 


New Super Recordings 


Now I must tell you about a 
group of Super Recordings, by The 
Joint Heirs. I had never heard of 
the singing group before I heard 
this group of recordings, but when 
I heard them, believe me, I kept 
listening! I got to hear these 
before the records were ready, 
on a tape recording. The first time 
I heard it, one song stood out— 
and stayed with me. It’s Over the 
Sunset Mountain, and I guess 
Walt Handford and I listened to 
it 20 times in three, weeks! We 
always roped in anybody else we 
could get to listen, too! Its a 
vocal solo by Gerry Schaub, 
soprano, accompanied by a small 
instrumental group—a ‘‘combo,” 
the world would call it. The voice 
is clear and sweet, the use of an 
“echo box” gives a very touching 
effect on the chorus. The melody 
is by John Peterson (who also 
gave us It Took a Miracle) and, 
with words like this what more 
could you ask?

I understand The Joint Heirs 
were a professional group, success- 
ful in the world, before they were 
brought to Christ..Now they are 
popular for special music in 
churches. They use accordion, mar- 
imba, guitar and organ as a back- 
ground for their solos, duets, and 
trios. 

An album of 78 rpm records 
that will surprise you with its 
professional quality or arrange- 
ment and presentation is “The 
Music of Don De Vos,” another 
Super Recording. Don, personable 
song leader and soloist, has been 
greatly used in services in many 
countries. Here he sings solos with 
a chorus for background in the 
popular Just a Closer Walk With 
Thee, The Loveliness of Christ, 
and It’s in My Heart. The fourth 
is one especially composed by 
Evangelist Jack Shuler for the oc- 
casion, The Man With the Nail 
in His Hand. Gil Mead directs the 
ensemble, arid John Peterson ac- 
companies with his guitar. It’s 
worth hearing just to be surprised 
at this additional talent of Jack 
Shuler, a greatly used evangelist. 


Singtime Specials 

Those of us fortunate enough to 
live in the Chicago area hear Dick 
Anthony and Bill Pierce frequently 
on radio station WMBI. A 78 
rpm recording by Singtime is the 
kind we like and, if you can’t 
hear these two. beautiful voices 
over the radio, we recommend 
that you get acquainted with them 
by getting the records. In the 
Garden and Over the Sunset 
Mountam feature these two 
smooth male voices, blended with 
a —-splendid instrumental  back- 
ground. 

On another Singtime 78 rpm, 
Lorraine Morrison with a rich 
contralto voice sings Merrit Dun- 
lop’s Wonderful, Marvelous, But 
True to a unique piano accom- 
paniment by Tedd Smith, with 
Lowden’s My Friend on the re- 
verse. 


International Sacred 


Some new records from Inter- 
national Sacred have been a joy 
to listen to. There is one with 
Albert Hay Malotte at the piano, 
who wrote the famous setting of 
The Lord’s Prayer. The Inter- 
national Choraleers sing two other 
compositions of Malotte on this 
record—The Beatitudes, and, The 
Twenty-Third Psalm. The words 
are directly from the Scripture, 
and the music is lovely and very 
expressive of those words. Then, 
on another, Kenny _ Baker, who is 
well-known as a radio artist, sings 
Beyond the Sunset and, No Night 
There. 

Two records for those with 
special tastes: The Rangers Quar- 
tet sings, I Have a Desire and My 
Lord And.I on a new International 
Sacred disc. This one is in lively 
thythmic, Southern quartet style. 
They feature a very low bass, 
a very high tenor, and the kind 
of piano accompaniment you ex- 
pect with this type of quartet. 
On another disc, Millie Lou Pace 
sings Listen to the Warnings of 
Your Conscience, in a Patti Page 
duet-style record, and on the re- 
verse side Bob Summers plays 
Stand Up for Jesus on his guitar. 
I ean only say. after listening to 
this Summers’ rendition, and I 
didn’t know what guitars could 
do! The record is fun—you'll play 
it for that, rather than for inspira- 
tion or blessing. It uses the mul- 
tiple recording technique, and 
there are three of four types of 
guitar playing going on simul- 
taneously. | 

Lovers of Western music will 
already know Tim Spencer. He

it not been for old Bedford Gaol. 
The best in most of us is kept 
back because of the alley which 
needs to be burnt out. God's 
crucible is something very hot; but 
if we could only see as He sees, 
how. much éasier it would be for us 
to submit to His refining! 

In this vision of Paul’s it is 
well for us to understand that he 
had reference to no local body or 
band of believers. It is not my 
church or denomination, nor is it 
yours. It is the Holy Catholic 
Church, the Church Universal, the 
called-out-ones. Pity the man who 
would attempt to expound this 


Scripture, and goes no _ further 
than the bounds of his own local 
church or denomination! I do not 
criticize the local church, nor do 
I reflect upon the denominational 
idea—-both are essential; but in 
this connection let us be true to 
the Scriptures. Paul is speaking of 
the Bride of Christ.

How- 
ever this may be, we know that 
the ideal is the pattern for the 
present-day church; that Heaven 
is concerned in the perfecting of 
the church militant; that Jesus, 
its Head, deserves a glorious body. 

It is only through the glorious 
church that the promises of divine 
help are to be realized. “If ye 
abide in me, and my words abide 
in you,” is the way to blessing 
(John 15:7). 

It is also the only church that 
commands the respect of the 
world. The reason Christianity to- 
day is making such slow progress 
is because the church is so in- 
different in its life.and conduct. 
The pulpit is equally hampered 
when it is supported by a church 
that fellowships with the world. I 
believe that the lack of power in 
many a pulpit is because of the 
church background. 

With this much said by way of 
introduction, we come at once to 
some thoughts concerning the 
church and its doctrine. 

I make no apology for speak- 


ing on doctrine. I know that it is 


looked upon as a dry, unneces- 
Sary subject. It need not be so. 
Doctrine is essential to a healthy 
life. It is just as essential as the 
framework of a building or the 
skeleton of a body. Too much 
Skeleton is not good, nor is too 
much flesh. What we want is 
proper proportions—a healthy ske- 
leton and. a healthy flesh. So with 
our religion; we must have doc- 
trine—healthy doctrine. I am 
tired of hearing preachers abuse it. 
It certainly shows ignorance. 

Of course you will not. expect 
me to consider all the shades of 
churen doctrine; that would take 
us through the whole Bible. Nor 
am I to deal with such as mark 
the distinctions in the _ general 
body of the evangelical Christians. 
I leave those for consideration at 
other times and in other ways. 

What we shall aim at here is 
the presentation of certain truths 
that are fundamental and essen- 
tial, which must be emphasized, 
especially at this time. 

There are THREE ESSENTIAL 
TRUTHS which need especial em- 
phasis-in a soul-winning ehurch: 
The Integrity of the Scriptures, 
The Deity of Christ, and Salva- 
tion by the Cross. 

I know these are old, but I 
think that we shall see before we 
are done that this is the more 
reason why they’ should be 
pressed at this time. 


1, The Integrity of the 
Scriptures 


No one with his eyes open can | 


fail to see that there is today 
much war upon the old Book, as 
we have it. I am sorry to say that 
this war is most aggressively car- 
ried on in our institutions of learn- 
ing; many of them operating under 
a Christian name and supported 
by Christian money. I have watch- 
ed the trend of the day with re- 
erence to this matter with pain- 
ful interest. I have watched young 
men in the ministry who have 
come out of such institutions. I 
have observed their progress in 
the work. I have in mind now 
such a case. I was present at his 
examination for the ministry. He 
stated frankly that he did not be- 
lieve in the inspiration of the 
Book as a whole. He was finally 
ordained. His ministry has been a 
failure. He would have made far 
better progress in any line of 
business. I have studied carefully 
the biographies of the great spir- 
itual men of the past. The men 
who have moved this world God- 
ward have been men who held 
fast to the old Book, believed it, 
preached it, and tried to live by it. 

Christ Himself did not waver 
concerning the old Scriptures. 
Every mooted section of the Old 
Testament Jesus quoted, or in 
some way used in His. short min- 
istry, He never was heard to doubt 
the authenticity of any of it. He 
even quoted “Jonah and_ the 
whale” (Matt. 12:39, 40). Surely 
where Christ went we may ven- 
ture to follow! The church or the 
preacher that does not accept the 
Scriptures as the whole truth 
might as well exchange the Bible 
for any work of philosophy—aye, 
for a patent medicine almanac, so 
far as the salvation of this world 
is concerned! 


“But,” says one, “I cannot be- 
lieve; what am I to do?” Quit the 
pulpit! The failure to sound the 
certain note is spreading death 
among the churches and sending 
souls to perdition. Mere philosoph- 
izing about salvation will never 
reach the desired end. Give us the 
old Book, the Book of our fath- 
ers, the Bookwe believe, the Book 
we stand on. [ | 


2. The Deity of Christ 

The church to win souls must 
stand squarely and uncompromis- 
ingly for the deity of Christ. Nev- 
er mind if some men say: “He was 
a good man; perhaps a prophet.” 
The Jews will go that far. Never 
mind the man who says: “He is 
divine, aS all men are divine.’ 
The church of which Paul speaks 
is a church that will not have part 
with any such teaching. Christ 
is more than good; He is more 
than divine; He is God and man, 
or He has no part in the Christian 


system. I know this is a strong 
utterance, but we need positive 
statement. 


His divine lordship! If this be 
not true, He, of all men, is most 
false. Hear His bold “I am!” There 
is nothing like it in the history of 
the world. 

“T am from above. 

am not of this world.” 

am the bread of life.” 

am the light of the world.” 

am the door.” 

am the good shepherd.” 

am the way.” 

am. the truth.” 

am the resurrection and the 
life.” 

“Before Abraham was, I AM.” 

Did Jesus tell the truth, or was 
He playing the part of a deceiver? 
If He told the truth, then there 
is no ground for controversy. 
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3. Salvation by the Atoning 
Blood of Christ 


Again, the church to win souls 
will have but one plank in its 
platform of salvation—the cross of 
Jesus Christ. There are two meth- 
ods of salvation held up today: one 
is the merely ethical; the other, 
by way of the blood-stained cross. 
There can be no. fellowship be- 
tween the two. A man is not sav- 
ed by any sort of ethical process. 
He may keep every commandment 
in the Decalogue and more, and 
still be lost. Christ died on the 
cross to save men. His salvation 
is the work of an instant. The 
Christian life is a process but sal- 
vation itself is instantaneous, 
when the will of man surrenders 
to the Christ. 

One may be a critic. There may 
be no other purpose in view; but 
the moment he, feeling himself a 
sinner before God, looks by faith 
to the cross of Christ, and accepts 
Him who died upon it as Lord and 
Master, he is saved. 

What a great salvation is this! 
No wonder the apostle cried: “How 
shall we escape, if we neglect 
so great salvation?” (Heb. 2:3). 
There is no other system under 
the sun so wonderful. No philo- 
sophy worked out by the genius 
of man can present such hope as 
this to a lost and ruined’ world. 

Let the preacher who would 
win souls preach these truths. 
Whatever else he may hold, let 
him not waver on these three es- 
sential lines of teaching. No apo- 
logy will be tolerated. The moment 
one shows signs of wavering about 
the deity of Christ, the -infallibi- 
lity of Scripture, or salvation by 
grace, his power to win souls is 
gone. , 

Sinners themselves have no re- 
spect for faithless teaching. They 
are as quick to detect weakness 
in the doctrine of the preacher 
as he is himself, They like to hear 
a Gospel. that rings with convic- 
tion. It may cut their hearts, but 
they know it is true. 

A man in New York recently 
said to me: “The thing that im- 
presses me most is your utter lack 
of doubt about your position. I 
cannot accept it as you put it, but 
your sincere conviction makes me 
tremble.” I accepted it as a gra- 
cious compliment. I had rather 
have had it said of me than any- 
thing else. Above all things, let 
the preacher and the church not 
waver in the essential truths of 
our Christian religion, If there are 
any doubts, let them be kept in 
the background until they are 
settled. And I candidly believe 
that the doubter should take a 
long vacation from all preaching 


until these things are settled in}

every preacher divinely called as 
Heaven's ambassador to earth 
should spend his time and talent 
warning men, women and young 
people of its dangerous, damning 
consequences. Isaiah 58:1 voices 


‘the testimony of God to His ser- 


vants: “Cry aloud, spare not, lift 
up thy voice like a trumpet, and 
shew my people their transgres- 
sions, and the house of Jacob 
their sins.” Dare any trumpeter, 
commissioned by the ascended 
Christ, be silent? 

Our text commands the “dearly 
beloved” of God to separate them- 
selves, being cautious and care- 


ful to touch no “unclean thing.” 
‘Immediately the originator of 


Eden’s “Yea, hath God said?” 


question to Eve causes the blood- 


bought believer to doubtfully 
raise objections. One queries, ‘Do 
you mean to say that God expects 
me to separate myself entirely 


-and completely from this age of 


fun, frolic and fast living?” By 
that they mean they would like 
to go to Heaven, but they do not 
want to give up the professed de- 
lights of the world. 

Another foolishly wonders, “How 
can I have a good time if I follow 
the ‘old-fashioned’ view of separa- 
tion?” But those who speak thus 
simply do not know what a good 
time really is! And as for Bible 
Separation being ‘old-fashioned,’ 
it is not nearly as much so as 
compromise. The original pair, 
Adam and Eve, compromised! 

Others question, ‘‘What’s wrong 
with modern amusements? Has 
God really DEFINITELY forbid- 
den them?” This is merely Satan’s 
old, “Yea, hath God said?” ques- 


_tion dressed in a different form. 


The: issue of God’s sovereignty is 
the same. 

Still others insist, “Many large, 
famous, influential modern 
churches and pastors put their ap- 
proval on worldly amusements, 
places and people. Why doesn’t 
ours? Why does our church con- 
demn dancing when the church 
down the street has dances for 
their young people in the church 
basement?” It is sadly true that 
some churches and some clergy- 
men do endorse worldly sins: even 
as I write these lines one of the 
leading churches in this area of 
about 175,000 people is announc- 
ing in the public press [See foot- 
note (1) at end of article] ‘a rum- 
mage and baked foods sale, a bar- 
becue and a street dance.” But 
the blessed old Book still reads, 
“Woe unto them that call evil 
good, and good evil; that put dark- 
ness for light, and light for dark- 
ness; that put bitter for sweet, and 
sweet for bitter’ (Isa. 5:20)! 

No doubt these are just a few of 
the questions the prodigal son 
asked while still at home with the 
father. That boy learned the an- 
swers the hard way; something 
I sincerely hope you will be spared 
from doing, 


These questions, such burning 
issues in our twentieth century 
among Christians, especially young 
people, and all kindred questions 
find sane, sensible answers in a 
careful, prayerful, thoughtful 
study of the Bible doctrine of sep- 
aration. What I say unto you I 
say unto all: “Search the scrip- 
tures”! 


I. The Indisputable, Unmistak- 
able, Unshakable, Unchang- 
able Authority of God, of 
Christ, and of the Sacred 
Scriptures Demand a Full, 
Complete, Absolute Sep- 
aration From All Evil 
in Every Form! 


Does any one question God’s 
right to tell us what we can do 
and what we cannot do? Do you 
wonder at the ground for God’s 
sovereign authority in your life? 
That right is found in creation! 
It is the right of a Creator, a 
Maker, an Owner. We owe our 
life, our very. existence to Him. 
Can we, dare we refuse to obey 
His every command? “Nay but, 
OQ man, who art thou that re- 
pliest against God? Shall the thing 
formed say to him that formed it, 
Why hast thou made me thus?” 
(Rom. 9:20). 

That right is found also in re- 
lation. Who dares to doubt the 
authority of a father over his son 
or daughter? Let every sceptic go 
yonder to any law court in our 
land and inquire! As His sons and 
daughters through the ‘new birth,’ 
the Heavenly Father is to have 
complete control in the direction 
of our lives. ““Whatsoever he saith 
unto you, do it!” (John 2:5). 

His right is further seen in sal- 
vation! Surely a dog would be 
willingly subject to one who had 
done a portion as much for it as 
Jesus Christ has done for us at 
Calvary! He has saved us: now He 
is our LORD! “For ye are bought 
with a price: therefore glorify God 
in your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s” (I Cor. 6:20). 

And on the ground of this crea- 
tion, relation, salvation right in 
our lives, God demands separation 
and purity. Think of the abund- 
ance of simple statements in 
Scripture which call for holiness! 
Isaiah 52:11 pleads: “Depart ye, 
depart ye, go ye out from thence, 
touch no unclean thing; go ye out 
of the midst of her; be ye clean, 
that bear the vessels of the Lord.” 

Jehovah warned through Moses: 
“Thou shalt worship no other god: 
for the Lord, whose name is Jeal- 
ous, is a jealous God” (Exod. 34: 
14). 

John, the disciple of love, ex- 
horted: 

“Love not the world, neither the 
things that are in the world. If 
any man love the world, the love 
of the Father is not in him. For 
all that is in the world, the lust 
of the flesh, and the lust of the 


eyes, and the pride of life, is not 
of the Father, but is of the world. 
And the world passeth away, and 
the lust thereof: but he that doeth 
the will of God abideth for ever.” 
—I John 2:15-17. 

The Redeemer’ reminds — His 
chosen ones: “Sanctify your- 
selves therefore, and be ye holy: 
for I am the Lord your God.... 
and ye shall be holy unto me: for 
I the Lord am holy, and have 
severed |{separated| you from 
other people, that ye should be 
mine” (Lev. 20:7, 26). 

Paul, the weeping apostle of 
New Testament triumphs, plead- 
ed: “I beseech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a liv- 
ing sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable ser- 
vice. And be not conformed to this 
world; but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that 
ye may prove what is that good, 
and acceptable, and perfect will 
of God” (Rom. 12:1, 2). Chris- 
tians are to be non-conformists 
in matters of “this world’s” pro- 
gram of sin! 

First Thessalonians 5:22 even 
insists: “Abstain from all appear- 
ance of evil’! Good Christians 
are to shy clear of anything that 
looks like sin. 

But, to me, the climactic chal- 
lenge of all Biblical exhortations 
is found in the biting, burning, 
blistering accusation of James to 
his “beloved brethren” being 
hindered in their prayers: “Ye 
adulterers and adulteresses, know 
ye not that the friendship of the 
world is enmity with God? who- 
soever therefore will be a friend of 
the world is the enemy of God” 
(James 4:4)! Think of it! Chris- 
tian enemies of God! Blood-bought, 
redeemed, Heaven-bound, Spirit- 
indwelt, saved enemies of Christ! 
This is treason far lower than that 
of any Benedict Arnold or Julius 
Rosenberg who ever lived. Don’t 
be a traitor to Christ! Sin’s 
pleasures are not worth it! 

Sometimes shallow Christians 
complain, “But everybody’s doing 
it!” This is one occasion and cir- 
cumstance when there is no safety 
in numbers. In the words of Exo- 
dus 23:2, “Thou shalt not follow 
a multitude to do evil....” Even 
if it means standing completely 
alone, as it often does, stand for 
the right as against the wrong. 
Some of history’s greatest victories 
have been won by men and women 
who dared to stand alone. 

Others sometimes foolishly 
boast, “I want to do as I please. 
I don’t want to take orders from 
any one!” This is wonderful as 
long as they please to do as they 
ought. But usually when any one 
speaks thus he means that he 
wants to do as he OUGHT NOT, 
with no restraint. As for taking 
orders—you cannot escape it! 
Everything you do is a direct re- 
sult of an order from Satan or 
from God! This question of separa- 
tion is simply a matter of “Which 
master?” Romans 6:16 queries: 
“Know ye not, that to whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to obey, 
his servants ye are to whom ye 
obey; whether of sin unto death, 
or of obedience unto righteous- 
ness?”’ You are either God’s love- 
slave or Satan’s bond-slave. As for 
me, “I’d rather have Jesus!” 

Spineless indeed is the Christian 
who is a Slave to his own lust: 
no restraint, simply. doing as he 
pleases! Proverbs 25:28 describes 
it: “He that hath no rule over his 
own spirit is like a city that is 
broken down, and without walls.” 
Dare to be a Daniel: refuse to 
defile yourself with the world’s 
meat and drink. 

Our text tells us to “‘touch not 
the unclean thing.” The list is 
not limited—anything unclean is 
forbidden—but let us briefly con- 
sider some of the 


II. Unclean Things We Are 
Not Even to Touch! 


Strong Drink 

Topping our list of untouch- 
ables let us put intoxicating bev- 
erages! Do you say, “Surely no 
Christian need be told that’? Then 
let me remind you of Lot and 
the multiplied tragedies flooding 
his life through strong drink. Let 
me remind you of Noah’s grief 
brought about by the woe of the 
wine cup. And there is always 
God’s own gentle reminder, “Let 
him that thinketh he standeth 
take heed lest he fall” (I Cor. 10: 
12). 

Warnings against strong drink 


are vitally needed among our 


young people, where drinking is 
especially alarming. Weep as you 
read this: (2) Almost ninety per 
cent of our American high school 
children, at least in one area, 
drink intoxicating beverages! The 
(3) vast majority of this number 
begin drinking before they reach 
the tender age of sixteen! The 
‘sweet sixteen and never been 
kissed’ jeer has changed to ‘sweet 
sixteen and never been drunk.’ 
(4) Nearly one-fifth of our youth 
begin drinking even before reach- 
ing their teens! (©) More than one- 
third have been “high or tight’ 
on at least one occasion! The 
“average” teen-ager in an average 
week consumes (6/ more than one 
glass of beer or wine and “roughly 
one half drink” of whiskey! And 
authorities sadly admit that (7) 
two per cent of these teen-age 
tipplers drink ‘“intemperately”! 
Baby alcoholics! Alcoholics in 
three-cornered pants! 


Such are the amazing and star- 
tling conclusions of a survey by the 
Research Bureau of Hofstra Col- 
lege after questioning 1,000 high

29 of New York’s Nassau County's 
31 private and public high schools.

To this agrees the recently re- 
leased Yale University “Drinking 
In College” report. They found 
that (8) 74 per cent of the 17,000 
college students they questioned 
drank, with 45 per cent of the 
men and 56 per cent of the women 
tipplers admitting they began 
long before reaching their teens: 
at the age of ten or before! In- 
cidently, most of them connected 
drinking with “morally question- 
able sexual behavior.” 


Walter Winchell reported in one 
of his syndicated columns: (9/ 
“Washington is trying to hush up 
likker orgies (in hotels) by teen- 
age high school students. They 
come there on educational tours.” 


Most individuals regard the 
week preceding Easter as a 
“holy week,” but to thousands of 
west coast teen-agers it is a “hell 
week.” As the editor of one Los 
Angeles newspaper mourned in his 
lead Good Friday editorial, (10 
“The pre-Easter youth parties at 
the Orange County beach resorts 
have become an annual scandal. 
It’s happened again this year— 
riots, free-for-alls, drinking parties 
and 150 teen-agers jailed in the 
Laguna-Balboa-Newport Beach 
area.” 


Previously another paper, with 
a front page headline screaming 
“Vacationing Students Brawl At 
Beach Cities,” reported: (11) “.... 
A typical example of the trouble 
was a_ free-for-all fight among 
about 20 boys, with many other 
spectators cheering, Jumping up 
and down, shoving and pushing on 
the sidelines. Bloody noses and 


of the offenders were high schoot 
students here for Easter vacation. 
The arrests followed complaints 
by residents of drinking, loud and 
vile language, all-night parties and 
other disorders.... Police Chief 
Victor Stewart said 500 beer cans 
and vodka bottles were found in 
a house where 12 boys were ar- 
rested. At another house 15. to 20 
boys were occupying one down- 
stairs bedroom and as many girls 
were in a similar room upstairs, 
the chief said. Some of the girls at 
the parties were as young as 12; 
the boys ranged from 14 to 24.” 


Another newspaper on the same 
day included in its report: (1?) 
“Liquor drinking, vile language, 
vulgar and suggestive signs on 
automobiles, and indecent expo- 
sure caused most of the arrests 
_...Military shore patrol units 
joined in policing the area. They 
ducked barrages of liquor bottles 
and beer cans to help the _ har- 
rassed police officers make ar- 
rests.”

Wyatt Food Stores, Skillern’s 
Drug Stores and Seven-Eleven 
Stores following a series of articles 
in the Dallas News. The series re- 
vealed that crime and _ horror 
books, loaded with murder, sex 
and macabre drawings, were as 
available in Dallas stores as a 
ten-cent ice cream cone. 

An official of the Skillern Drug 
Stores said, “We don’t want to 
sell that filth.” He added that all 
comic books will be selected from 
a list approved by. a church group. 

Meanwhile, the Dallas Crime 
Commission said it will move to 
clean local store shelves of “crime- 
breeding’’. comic books, 

Albert S. Johnson, commission 
president, said a special committee 
will check on crime comics and en- 
courage business firms to volun- 
tarily agree to ban them.

Upstairs I had to step over a 
dozen . twosomes—adolescents, 15 
to 18 years old. Every one was 
smeared. with lipstick and the floor 
reeked of spilled liquor.

I never saw 
one. Downstairs dateless boys re- 
veled louder with each gulp of il- 
legal booze. This was a crazy, 
mixed-up ball. 


And now newspapers are telling 
the sad story of a sixteen-year- 
old high school honor student from 
nearby Azusa, California, who com- 
mitted suicide. The motive? One 
can-only judge for himself by the 
note the lad left, saying, (44) “Let 
this be a warning to all drunk- 
ards. This is the worst punishment 
I could think of.” 


Yet still some ministers boast 
of preaching only a_ “positive” 
gospel, never plainly warning 
about sin and its consequences! 


But these warnings, whether 
preached or not, are found re- 
peatedly in Divine Revelation! 


Proverbs 23:29-32 declares: “Who 
hath woe? who hath sorrow? who 
hath contentions? who hath bab- 
bling? who hath wounds without 
cause? who hath redness of eyes? 
They that tarry long at the wine; 
they that go to seek mixed wine. 
Look not thou upon the wine when 
it is red, when it giveth his col- 
our in the cup, when it moveth 
itself aright. At the last it biteth 
like a serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder.” 


Ephesians 5:18 commands: 
“And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit.’ Certainly it is 
not possible for a man to be filled 
with liquor and filled with the 
Spirit at the same time! 

Proverbs 20:1 observes: 
is a mocker, strong drink is rag- 
ing: and whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not wise.” 

Habakkuk 2:15, 16 warns: “Woe 
unto him that giveth his neighbor 
drink, that puttest thy bottle to 
him, and makest him drunken.... 
the cup of the Lord’s right hand

shameful. spewing. shall be on thy 
glory.” 

And Isaiah 5:11, 22 notes: “Woe 
unto them that-rise up early in 
the morning, that they may fol- 
low strong drink; that continue 
unto night, till wine inflame them 

. Woe unto them that are 
mighty to drink wine, and men of 
strength to mingle strong. drink.” 

I suppose the average drinker 
takes his first drink under the im- 
pression that it’s smart to do so! 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth; it is not smart to drink! 
God declares, “‘whosoever is de- 
ceived thereby is not wise’! 

Alonzo A. Stagg, the father 
of modern football, said, (15) 
“After 47 years of coaching foot- 
ball, I can say without hesitancy 
that a football player, as well as 
any boy or girl, would be a fool 
to drink alcoholic liquor.” 

Billy Rose, a big Broadway pro- 
ducer whose front page headlines 
of recent days would certainly not 
qualify him as a blue-nosed re- 
former or crank, was in Vienna 
when the Russian occupation of- 
ficials invited him to a banquet in 
his honor. I understand the cele- 
bration was in recognition of the 
so-called cultural and social as- 
pects of his production, ‘‘Carmen 
Jones.” At the appointed -hour 
they gathered in the huge ball- 
room of the Emperor Franz Josef 
palace, seating Rose at the head 
table with one hundred Red of- 
ficers., 

The master of ceremonies pro- 
posed a vodka toast to Stalin, then 
a cognac toast to lasting friend- 
ship between Russia and America. 
One hundred glasses were lifted 
high toward the 80 crystal chan- 
deliers and the toasts were drunk. 
Rose sat unmoved, drinking 
neither toast. Immediately the Red 
commanding officer had the in- 
terpreter get an explanation. Ac# 
cording to Leonard Lyons, writing 
in the Chicago Daily News, the 
explanation given by Rose—fully 
accepted by his Soviet hosts—was: 
(16) “Tell ’em I’ve been selling the 
stuff for 20 years, and only 
chumps drink it’ That was what 
God said through His _ servant 
Solomon three thousand years ago! 
Dan't be a chump! 


Tobaceo 
Another “untouchable” for 
Christians, the sinister twin com- 
panion of alcohol, is tobacco! One 
time, for my own edification, I 
endeavored to number the “bene- 
fits’ of tobacco. After. considerable 
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shall be turned unto thee,, and. 


calculation I managed _ to list 
three: (1) Stink up your housé, 
clothes, breath and _ everything 
around you; (2) Make you look 
like a fool—smoke rolling out of 
nose and mouth alike; and, (3) 
Ruin your God-given body! The 
truth of the matter is that not 
one single help, advantage or 
profit comes from its use! 


More than five years ago I 
wrote an article for a church bul- 
letin entitled, ‘“‘SSlow Suicide.” The 
paragraph read: (17) “According 
to an Associated Press dispatch 
sent out from Raleigh, North. Car- 
olina, December 30th, the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
reported that cigarette manu- 
facturers turned out approxi- 
mately 385 billion cigarettes in 
1948 which tops. 1947 by 15 billion 
and is MORE THAN DOUBLE 
the highest prewar year. Now that 
is a lot of spiraling smoke (and 
I might add: a whale of a lot of 
hacking coughs)! But where, you 
innocently ask, is the connection 
between: suicide and smoking? It 
is found in’ the NINETEEN dif- 
ferent kinds of DEADLY 
POISONS the smoker sucks into 
his system. Among this tempting 
(?) variety of poisons we find 
methyl or wood alcohol, : pyridine, 
carbon monoxide gas, furfural, 
nicotine and arsenic. Concerning 
nicotine: the Medical College of 
the University of Virginia 
measured the nicotine intake of a 
person smoking two packs a day 
and discovered it to be nearly a 
pound yearly—sufficient to kill as 
least 8,000 cats. Frank Leighton 
Wood, M.D., in his truly great 
book, What You Should Know 
About Tobacco, gives the findings 
of Dr. Pearl of the internationally 
famous Johns Hopkins University. 
I quote: ‘Upon examination of 
100,000 each of nonsmokers and 


heavy smokers at the age of thirty,,. 


18,840 of the former and 37,301 of 
the latter will die before they are 
90. The difference between these 
two figures, or 18,461 is the num- 
ber in» EACH 100,000 heavy 
smokers in our population whose 
lives will be sacrificed needlessly 
before they reach 50. On the 
average and in the aggregate, how 
many years of life, of living, of 


happiness and of usefulness will . 


these 18,451 dead victims of to- 
bacco have been denied?’ See 
what I mean by ‘SLOW SUI- 
Sie te 

In recent days there has been 
much excitement over the possi- 
bility of tobacco causing lung and 
lip cancer. Ernest L. Wynder and 
Dr. Evarts A. Graham of Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine and Barnes Hospital, St. 
Louis, reporting in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
of 684 cases of proved cancer of 
the lungs, said: (48) “In general 
it appears that the less a person 
smokes, the less are the chances 
of cancer of the lung. developing 
and; conversely, the more heavily 
a person smokes the greater are 
his chances of becoming affected 
with this disease.” 

Later. the Associated Press 
opened their report of- Dr. Gra- 
ham’s speech before a London 


meeting of the American College ™“ 
of Surgeons with the paragraph:. 


(19) “A leading cancer specialist 
said today completely separate 
Studies in Britain and the United 
States show ‘a very definite sta- 
tistical relationship between ex- 
cessive smoking and cancer of the 
lung.’ ” 

Drs. Morton L. Levin, Hyman 
Goldstein and Paul Gerhardt of 
the New York State Department 
of Health reported: (29) “Cancer 
of the lung occurs more than 
twice as frequently among those 
who have smoked cigarettes for 
25 years....Pipe smokers ap- 
parently experience an almost 
equal increase in the incidence of 
lip cancer.” 

Just this past week Dr. Levin, 
who is the assistant state com- 
missioner for medical services, de- 
clared that (21) men who smoke 
a pack of cigarettes or more each 
day develop the disease ten times 
as frequently as nonsmokers. 

Three days later the American 
Cancer Society publicly dared to 
take its first stand on the issue, 
summarizing a report by 25 lead- 


ing U. S. eancer researchers in , 


the words: (22) “,... Evidence to 
date justifies the suspicion that 
cigarette smoking does, to a de- 
gree as yet undetermined, increase 
the likelihood of developing can- 
(Continued on page 11) 
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cer of the lung.’”’ The suggestion 
of Dr. Charles S. Cameron, medi- 
cal and scientific director of the 
Society, to the young is: “....do 
not smoke!” Biblical advice agrees, 
but the limit is not confined to 
the young. 

Dr. Alton Ochsner, distinguished 
surgeon of the Tulane University 
School of Medicine, notes that 
lung cancer is increasing as fast 
as cigarette smoking. He main- 
tains that the increase is (#3) 
“unquestionably due to the car- 
cinogenic (cancer producing) ef- 
fect of cigarette smoking.” Bas- 
ing his estimates on the number 
now smoking, Ochsner predicts 
that by 1970 one out of every five 
male cancers will be lung cancers. 

And now scientists are saying 
that tobacco may be a major 
cause in heart trouhle, as well as 
cancer. Just recently the United 
Press reported Yale professor E. 
Cuyler Hammond as saying that 
although there is no definite proof, 
(24) “there is sufficient reason to 
warrant further research on the 


tinized. The ‘pipe dream’ is a tem- 
porary ‘drug insanity.’ It is an in- 
toxication as real as an alcoholic 
‘drunk.’”’ One cannot help but 
wonder how much of our rapidly 
rising crime rate is directly due to 
“nicotinized minds’’! 


Not too long ago the Federal 
Trade Commission filed suit in 
the Federal District Court at New 
York for a preliminary injunction 
to force Liggett & Myers Tobacco 
Company to cease advertising that 
Chesterfield cigarettes (26) “are 
manufactured in such a manner as 
to prevent irritation to the nose. 
throat and accessory organs of 
smokers.” The complaint of the 
Commission charged: (27) “In 
truth and in fact, the smoke from 
Chesterfield cigarettes is an ir- 
ritant to the mucous membranes 


of the nose, throat, eustachian 
tubes, sinuses, larynxes and 
trachea.”

“Camels” are famous for adver- 
tising, “Get A ‘LIFT’ With a 
Camel!’’, but doctors tell us this 
“lift” causes high blood pressure! 
And (5) it ‘takes at least fifteen 
minutes after a “smoke” for the 
heart beat and the blood pres- 
Sure to return to normal. 

“Raleighs” had a big ad on page 
23 of the Detroit News featuring 
the then popular Detroit Tiger 
baseball star, Hank Greenberg. 
Greenberg was..pictured with a 
“Raleigh,” saying, (29) “There’s no 
hocus-pocus about it! I’ve read the 
reports and Medical Science has 
proved you can’t beat Raleighs for 
less nicotine...less throat irri- 
tants...all-round safer smoking! 
I recommend Raleighs to all my 
friends. Raleigh’s are right!’”’ But 
on the sports page of the same 
day's paper, in an interview with 
a scribe, Greenberg declared: “I 
feel fine now— better than I have 
for some time. The doctors said 
I had a stomach disorder and I’m 
giving up cigarettes and coffee. 
I never was much of a smoker 
anyway. I'm sleeping better now 
and I feel much better.” 

Consider this gem: (30) “Do 
YOU have SMOKER'S 
LEROAT ? JOU: BE . THE 
JUDGE: Burned-out taste—from 
hot-burning cigarettes? Bitter 
after-taste—heavy tobacco 


dry mouth? Smoking irritation, 
rawness—intensified by a cold? 
That’s ‘Smoker’s Throat’! If you 
think this paragraph comes from 
an anti-cigarette source you are 
mistaken, It is the gist of a Kools 
cigarette advertisement which ap- 
peared in numerous papers and 
magazines across the country. 
And still folks smoke! Certainly 
Barnum was right when he ob- 
served that a new sucker is born 
every minute. 

And speaking of suckers, some- 
one has noted that the “smoker” 
does not smoke! Actually, the 
cigarette, pipe or cigar does the 
smoking, the individual merely 
sucks it into his body. In other 
words, every smoker is a sucker! 

No doubt the announcer on Cin- 
cinnati’s powerful WLW, plugging 
Viceroy cigarettes, hit the nail on 
the head through a tongue slip, 
when he concluded: (3!) “Viceroys 
—if you want.a good choke.” 

The unanswerable question still 
remains: How can you glorify God 
with tobacco? “What? know ye 
not that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost which is in 
you, which ye have of God, and 
ye are not your own? For ye are 
bought with a price: therefore 
glorify God in your body, and in 
your spirit, which are God’s” (I 


Cor. 6:19, 20). 
Deck of Cards 
Another “untouchable” is the 
deck of cards. This “innocent par- 
lor game” is the kindergarten for 


our vast string of gambling: hells 
stretching across this continent 
from coast to coast. It is the 
spawning ground for unnumbered 
billions of heartaches, heartbreaks 


and sundry tragedies’ resulting 
from the gambling table. Some- 
one has discovered that nine- 


tenths of dll gambling is done 
with cards and that nine-tenths of 
the gamblers learn to play those 
cards at home. In one company of 
soldiers it was affirmed that every 
gambler im the group received his 
first lesson at the family card 
table. 

Speaking of gambling, the daily 
papers recently told how a San 
Francisco woman, Mrs. Elena 
Santana, tossed $5,000 in cash off 
the Golden Gate Bridge (°°) “be- 
cause my husband throws his 
money away gambling and I can 
throw mine away too.” Maniacal 
as this action was, it is little more 
so than the husband’s, or any one 
else who throws his money away 
at a gambling table. 

But to me, the issue of whether 
or not you gamble with cards is 
not the primary problem. Authori- 
tative sources have conclusively 
proven that (°°) the ‘dirty deck’ 
was originated in 1392 for an in- 
sane king, Charles of France. 
Charles obviously held a _ bitter 
hatred toward our Redeemer and 


| His followers. 


In the (94) original language of 
the cards, the ‘King’ represented 
the Devil; the ‘ten-spot’ was the 
spirit of lawlessness in defiant op- 
position to the spirit of law repre- 
sented in the Ten Commandments; 


| breath? Hacking cough—parched, | 


the ‘Jack’ was a lustful libertine; 
the ‘Queen’ pictured the virgin 
Mary, supposedly the mother of 
harlots; the ‘club’ card spoke of 
murder, since the club was the 
principal instrument of killing at 
the’ time. But the blasphemous 
horror becomes intensified when 
we learn that the ‘Joker’ of the 
deck, the ‘fool,’ is reputed to be 
our Saviour, Jesus Christ. Not 
only so, but that ‘Joker’ is—-sup- 
posed to be the illegitimate off- 
spring of the licentious ‘Jack’ and 
the ‘Queen,’ the mother of har- 
lots! 

How can any 
Christian have this “Devil's Pic- 
ture” Book” in his home? Per- 
haps some will say, “That was 
1392: this is 1954!” But even if 
the ‘dirty deck’ did not have the 
same meaning in the gambling

The Modern Movies 


Another “untouchable” . from 
which earnest Christians should 
separate themselves is the mod- 
ern movie. Hollywood has one pre- 
dominate theme in all productions 

SENSUOUS SEX-——but murder 
is often thrown in to make it more 
interesting for the sadistic-mind- 
ed public. 

During the last global conflict a 
number of full-blooded American 
Indians were stationed with our 
troops in Italy. Late one after- 
noon the P.X. officer greeted one 
of them with the _ invitation, 
“Movie tonight, soldier. You'd bet- 
ter come!” To which the Indian 
merely grunted, “Um-m,”’ indicat- 
ing not much enthusiasm for the 
usual run of wild, woolly westerns 
and smooth, sentimental love 
scenes. After a moment's hesita- 
tion he queried, “What show? 
Killum or Kissum? Killum, may- 
be I come; Kissum, I stay in 
tent!” It is doubtful that I could 
sum up Hollywood’s two themes 
better than he! It is all “killum” 
or “kissum.”’ 

But let’s base our’ estimate 
about the motion picture industry 
in this sermon from the Academy 
Awards made this spring. Winners 
of the Academy’s “Oscars” 
voted the best Hollywood pro- 
duced in 1953! The film voted, 
‘(Boet PICTURE OF “THE 
YEAR,” was the Columbia Pic- 
tures presentation, ‘““From Here to 
Eternity.” This film also received 
seven other awards, making it the 
most honored picture in the 
Academy's twenty-six-year history. 
I suppose it would be safe from 
this to conclude that “From Here 
to Eternity” is one of the top 
pictures, if not THE “top” picture, 
ever=produced by Hollywood! 


What is the film like? The As- 
sociated Press, in its report of 
the Academy winners, called it a 
(39) “sex-and-violence-filled . 
story of the pre-Pearl Harbor 
regular Army.” The Pentagon re- 
ported that it was (¥6/) “shocked” 
at the film’s description of mili- 
tary life. The Navy banned its

showing completely, considering it | 


(37) “derogatory of a sister service 
and a discredit to the Armed ser- 
vices.”” A Navy spokesman said, 
(38) “We felt the movie portrayed 
the military in the wrong light. 
The only woman shown was a 
serviceman’s wife of obviously low 
morals or no morals. The only 
recreation shown was getting 
drunk or patronizing houses of ill 
fame. The only sport brought up 
was boxing, and the only reason 
given for engaging in that was to 
get promotions. The only officer 
shown was a Sadist, and so were 
the non-coms.” 

One movie-land reviewer com- 
mented about this ‘“‘best”’ picture: 
(39) “The principle character in 
the story is Montgomery Clift.... 
(who) finds time to fall in love 
with a little dance hall hostess— 
played to the hilt by Donna Reed. 
And then there is rugged Burt 
Lancaster, who plays a first Ser- 
geant. Lancaster is a_ regular 
soldier but his love for the Army 
is almost overcome by his love 
for his captain’s wife, Deborah 
Kerr. Miss Kerr proves her acting 
ability with her believable por- 
trayal of,a lady of easy virtue.” 

Walter Winchell commented 
about this picture, during mid- 


summer heat: (49) “The Burt Lan- 
caster, Deborah Kerr picture 
‘From Here to Eternity’ has some 
scenes that are hotter than Man- 
hattan humidity!” The truth is 
that (41) the bathing suit love- 
making scenes on the beach were 
so vile that the Johnston office 
actually killed some of the ‘still’ 
photographs which the studio had 


intended to use in advertising, 
Thinking-minded people wonder 
why they didnt’ “kill” the scene 


itself! 

The Academy Award for “Best 
Actor of the Year’ went to Wil- 
liam Holden for his portrayal in 
“Stalag 17.’ The Associated Press 
commented: (4/ “Holden, who 
played a semi-heel in the movie 
‘Stalag 17, was both happy and 
upset about his first Osear.” The 
outstanding actor-hero of the year 
portrayed “a semi-heel.” 

Frank Sinatra, a foul-mouthed, 
cocky individual whose character 
and conduct is questioned even by 
Hollywoodites, received the “Best 
Supporting Actor of the Year” 
award for his emoting in “From 
Here to Eternity.” Such a vile 
character in the movie did Sinatra 
portray that Joseph Angelo Mag- 
vio, obviously the real life individ- 
ual upon which the part of Angelo 
Maggio was based, has sued for 
a half-million dollars damages, 
claiming, according to the United 
Press, the (4°) “movie, which last 
night won an academy award, sub- 
jected him to ridicule by his co- 
workers because it made it look 
like all he did in the army was 
‘yet drunk and run around with 
girls.’’’ Sinatra won his distingu- 
ished award for playing the part 
of a soldier who spent all his time 
getting drunk and running with 
women! 

“Best Supporting Actress of the 
Year’’ was won by Donna Reed for 
her performance in “From Here 
to Eternity.” The Associated Press 
reported: (44/7 “Donna Reed, as 
the prostitute of the James Jones 
best seller, changed to a painted 
hostess in the movie, won her 
first Oscar in the supporting 
category. The role was a drastic 
change from the goodie-goodie 
roles which the Denison, Iowa, 
native had played for years in the 
movies.”’ One paper reported that 
Miss . Reed, although married to 
Tony Owen, posed after the award 
(45) “kissing Frank Sinatra, Bill 
Holden....and anybody else who 
came along.” 

Incidentally, just before the 
Academy Award program was to 
begin, it was necessary for Rich- 
ard Breen to warn the film group, 
especially the losers, (46) “that 
since this event was being tele- 
vised, not to use any words except 
five-letter ones.” 


In other words, the  foul- 
mouthed acting crowd must be 
warned against profanity on tele- 
vision! One unchurched man, 
watching the awards on TY, final- 
ly turned his set off in disgust, 
observing that it looked like a 
“bosom show’ to him. The Los 
Angeles Herald and Express pub- 
lished a full page of pictures, the 
day after the awards, showing the 
amazing and shocking nudity at- 
tire of the film notables present! 

This is Hollywood at its very 
best! No wonder every. conscien- 
tious Christian places “movies” 
high on his list of “untouchables”! 


The Modern Dance 


Another ‘‘touch-me-not” for 
saints, usually thought of in the 
same breath with the movies, is 
the modern dance! Social histor- 
ians tell us that the twentieth 
century style dance came to our 
country via the slums of New 
York, then to the infamous Bar- 
bary Coast and red light district. 
of San Francisco, then into the 
ranks of resnectable society! 

The case against the modern 
dance is so strong it seems unbe- 
lievable that any thinking person 
in their right mind would deny 
that its fundamental purpose is to 
gain the sexual thrill coming from 
the contact of the bodies of op- 
posite sex! I dare say there is not 
one good, reputable, truthful 
physician in all America who will 
deny that the bodily contact in the 
modern dance is immoral. As long 
ago as 1929, when the dance was 
tame in many respects as com- 
pared to our “fast fifties,” the 
President of the American Society 
of Dancing Teachers boasted: (47) 
“The dancing approved now’ in 
high society would not have been 
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allowed in houses of ill fame a 
few years ago.’ 

The printer’s error found in the 
society columns. of the Lake 
(harles, Louisiana, American 
Press, truthfully sums up the 
dance. Said the news note slip: 
(18) “The dance is semi-moral and 
is planned as a climax of activities 
at the Legion home.” 

One P. T. A. leader sought to 
convinee me that their high school 
Gances were well supervised and 
well chaperoned. But you might 
2s well talk about supervised 

adultery or chaperoned whiskey 
parties as a supervised and chap- 
eroned dance! It is “untouchable” 
for those who refuse to be “con- 
fermed to this world” (Rom. 12: 
2). 


Unsaved Companions 

One more “untouchable” which 
I feel I must mention is unsaved 
companions! Christians are not to 
keep company with unbelievers! 
We should witness to them, but 
mot be in fellowship or yoke with 
them. Christ was their Friend, 
yet we read in Hebrews 7:25, 26: 

“He is able also to save them 
¢o--the uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth 
¢o--make intercession for them. 
For such an high priest became 
.as, who is holy, harmless, unde- 
filed, separate from sinners, and 
siuade higher than the heavens.” 

Sometimes refusing to run with 
an unconverted crowd will mean 
walking alone, but it is_ far 
sweeter to walk alone with God 
than to go with a gang without 
Him! 

Unsaved companions invariably 
Jead Christians into sin. They did 
Lot! They did Peter! They did 
David! And they did many, many 
others in the Bible. First Corin- 
thians 15:33 says, “Be not de- 
ecived: evil communications cor- 
fupt good manners.” Or, as an- 
other has translated it, (49) “Do 
mot deceive yourselves: Evil com- 
panionships ruin good morals.” 
Don’t be fooled—you cannot travel 
with sinning company and remain 
pure! 

Perhaps I should emphasize that 
fhe unequal yoke is never more 
tragic. than in the marriage bond. 
When the late Walter Maier was 
the dynamic director of the Luth- 
eran Hour he received an average 
of 25,000 letters a week. One out 
of every twelve was a “problem” 
letter which he answered person- 
ally and out of that problem 
group, one half were from saved 

eople who had married unsaved 
companions and whose lives had 
been wrecked as a consequence. 
()ver a thousand letters a week 
were received by Dr. Maier from 
heartbroken Christians who 
thought they could mock God with 
a marriage in an unequal yoke. 
Don't try it: it can’t be done! 

In summing: up these “untouch- 
ables,” let the message of. Colos- 
sians 3:17 burn deeply into your 
soul: “And whatsoever ye do in 
word or deed, do all in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks 
to,God and the Father by him.” 
First Corinthians 10:31 expresses 
il; “Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all 
to the glory of God.” Can you 
ovink, smoke, play cards, attend 
sexy movies, dance lustful dances, 
or run with unsaved companions 
to the glory of God in the name 
of Christ? Certainly not! Our 
time, our money, our health, our 
very purpose in living all make it 
éupremely necessary that we live 
consecrated, separated lives! 

But before we bring this mes- 
sage to a close it seems impera- 
tive to remind the reader that

It did when Lot walked it! He 
Jost, through his sinning folly, his 
home, his position, his wealth, his 
friends, his all! He ruined his own 


* daughters and damned the souls 


of his family for ever! 

It did when Samson walked it! 
He lost his power, his freedom, 
this eyesight, his respect and was 
‘made the slave of his bitterest 
enemies. Most tragic of all was the 
‘departure of the Spirit of God 
from him for feats of service in 
the name of the Lord. 

It did when David walked it! 


It led him to murder, to adultery, 
to the loss of his joy and peace 
and fellowship with God! His child 
died, his daughter was ruined by 
his son, another son murdered 
that son and then rebelled against 
his kingdom, finally being slain by 
David’s own men against his or- 
ders. . 

It did when Peter walked it! 
It led him to cursing, swearing 
and denying the Lord who: bought 
him! It led down the anguishing 
path of a broken heart and a bit- 
ter soul! 


It did when the Prodigal Son 
walked it! It took him far from 
the Father and into an alien 
country! It brought him to the 
pig-pen, to starvation and want, 
to humiliation and sorrow! It made 
him the lowest of the low, the off- 
scouring of all humanity! 


And it will if YOU walk it! 
Numbers 32:23 warns, “But if ye 
will not do so, behold, ye have 
sinned against the Lord: and be 
sure your sin will find you out.” 
Job 4:8, 9 observes, “Even as I 
have seen, they that plow iniquity, 
and sow’ wickedness, reap. the 
same. By the blast of God they 
perish, and by the breath of his 
nostrils are they consumed.”
